HEREAS, by an a& made in the eleventh 

ear of the reign of his Majefty King George 

1. intituled, “¢ An att: for more effectual difarming 
‘* the Highlands, in that part of Great Britain call- 
* ed Scotland, and for the better fecuring the peace 
** and quiet of that part of the kingdom,” it was, 
among other things, enacted, that, in order to pre- 
vent the inconvenience which happened from the want 
of a fufficient fund for defraying the expences of 
apprehending criminals in North Britain, and of fub- 
filting them when apprehended, until profecution, 
and of carrying on the neceflary profecutions againft 
them, it fhould and might be lawful to and for the 
freeholders of every fhire, county, or diftri&, in 
North Britain, to affefs the feveral thires and flew- 
artries where their eftates lic, at their meetings at 
any of the head-courts yearly, in fuch fums as they 
fhould judge reafonable, and fuflicient for the pur- 
pofes aforefaid ; and that {uch monies, fo from time 
to time to be affefled, fhould be collected, received, 
and accounted ‘for by fuch perfon and perfons, and 
in fuch manner, as fuch freeholdérs fhould from time 
to time appoint, and fhould be applied for defraying 
the charges of apprehending of criminals, and of 
fuhfifting them in prifou until profecution, and of

shorn, Aug. 25. Allthe Venetian fleet lie fill 
the pla watled Bifortay bu: now a heap of 
ruins ; upwards of 120 fhells have been thrown into 
it, which have done incredible damage among the 
Africans ; the commandant of the place, and many 
pertons’ of high rank were killed, and the number 
wounded is fo numerous, that there were not fur- 
geons enough to drefs the wounds, aod fome have 
been feat from hence for that purpofe. Four pieces 
of artillery, which burft in the place, augmented the 
carnage very much After a moft deftructive bom- 
bardment, the Venetians landed to take in water, 
which they did without any moleftation. 

Z-wall, Sept. 14. Our regeacy received.on Satur- 
day lait & millive or letter from thofe of Guelder- 
Jand. requiring a proper fatisfaction, by the punifh- 
ment of thofe of our burgefles, who being prefent at 
the. violence attempted agaiaft* Hattem, had-fired 
from the battery entrufted to their care, upon the 
troops fent again{t that town. We know not as yet 
what meflage hath. been fent in anfwer by our Magi- 
ftrate ; but ever fince the requifition hath been made 
we are.preparing in earneft to put-ourfelves on the 
defentive, in cafe it fhould feem good to the wife men 
of Guelderland to encroach on the frontiers of this 
province, and fend their vicferious army againtt us. 

Uerecht, Sept. 13.. The Regents of Hattem and 
Elbourg have fent protefts ro the States of Guel- 
dres, Heclaring all the refolutions they have taken 
hitherto, or may take hereafter, to be null and void;

"re is rumoured, but we cannot yet confirm the 
truth of it, that a great defertion {till prevails. in the 
Hipendiary troops of both Gueldres and Utrecht. 
In the mean time, it ig certain, that an opulent in- 
dividual has not only prefented the city of Utrecht 
with 6000 florins, bas the fole purpofe of adding to 
the, means which that city already enjoys of Uefend- 
ing itlelf with vigour’; but. added, when he made 


the gift, that ‘* if more fhould be found neceffary, | 


they knew where to find him.” 

{r is faid, that the States of Utrecht have applied 
to thofe.of Gueldres for a fupply of ammunition ; 
and o this report it is added, that the affembly & 
the'latter is in fuch coafufion, that the members of 
it are at perpetual variance. 

We hear from Amfterdam, that letters have heen 
received thege from Hattem and Elbourg, inviting 
back. all the late fugitives from the faid citics, with 
an affurance that they will find their property in the 
condition in which it was, when they left it; and it 
is added, that, in confequence of this notice, many 
families have already refolved to return to their re- 
{pettive habitations. 

As every thing relative to the prefent tranfactions in 
Holland is of the utmott importance, we embrace 
the opportunity of prefenting our readers with the 
extracts of Refolutions of the States of Gueldres, 
of Tharfday, 31ft Augaft, whereby the Stadthol- 
der is authorifed to commence hoftilities :

M. de Gortz, the Prufian Ambaflador is arrived 
‘at the Hague ; the firfl caufe of his million is to Ter 
tle the anhappy difturbances between the States of 
Gueldre, the Satholder, and the other States. This 
is no eafy matter, when we confider that the Dutch 
will not eafily brook any arbitrary attempt to fubdue 
them. A fub{cription is already begun at the Hague, 
and all the towns and villages in the province of 
Holland, in favour of the citizens of Hattem and 
Elbourg, who continue to live in the adjacent towns, 
and who are refolved never to go back till they re- 
ceive fatisfaction, une reparation convenable! 
Paris, Sept. 1. There is-now at Zurich a man 
of the name of Lavater, who,. when but 36 years 
o'd, had already publifhed 80 volumes. His four 
volumes folio, on phyfiognomy, are very well known 5 
and the five in quarto, on the life of Pontius Pilate, 
have gained him univerfal applaufe among the Swifs 
Calvinifts. ‘The title is this, Postius Pilate; or, 
Man in all his Forms; or, The Height and Depth: 
of Mankind ; or, The Bible in Parva, and Man in 
Magno; or, The Univerfal Ecce Homo; or, Allin 
One. The principal tenet of Lavater is, that every 
good Chri(tian can work miracles, and that they 
have never ceafed from the time of the apottles.— 
The reafon they are not vifible is plainly this, that 
the real believers and the favourites. of .Chrift mo- 
deftly conceal themfelves. This Lavater is very, 
intimate with Caglioftro, and both have had the art 
to impofe in high and low life, Caglioftro has leara- 
ed his fecret of raifing from the dead of one Schroep- 
fer of Leipfic, a ham French Colonel, and his cutes 
by moon-light from the notorious Weifleder of Ber- 
lin, who pretended to heal all wounds by the lunar 
beams. ‘I'he number of patients that reforted,to 
him is incredible. The late King of Pruffia was o- 
bliged to put a ftop to it. Lavater had Chri(t him- 
felf for his mafter, and he boalts of having often re- 
pofed in his arms on a bed of thorns, &c. » How

glioftros, and many others that fwarm into France, 
Germany, and Italy, make litle or no impreflion ia 
Great Britain. 

In the convent of St Martin, in Palermo, was 
difcovered a few years ago, an Arabian manufcript, 
of which M. Abbé Villa, Profefor of ‘Oriental 
Languages at that Academy, was. reque(ted to give 
a Latin verfion.

The mL of Parliament for the difpatch, of 
bufinefs will certainly take place before Chriftmas, 
and the day for fuch meeting we underitand will be 
determined upon in the courfe of this week. 

We have the authority of one of the Crown Jaw- 
yers tofay, that Parliament is certainly to meet, as 
was originally announced, oa Tuefday the ait of 
November. 

The refolution of Miniftry, with regard to the 
meeting of Parliament before Chriftmas, is founded 
on the reafonable expectation, that the commercial 
treaty with France will be concluded in a few days. 
It is for the purpofe of confidering that treaty that 
the Houfes are to be called before the holidays. It 
is neceflary therefore that the negociation fhould be 
over before the middle of O@ober, as otherwife there 
would not be time for the proclamation of forty 
days. ¥ . 

The Speaker of the Houfe of Commons has gi- 
ven notice, that within fourteen days from the 1gth 
inft. he will iffue his warrant for the eleétion of a 
member for Saltath, in the room of Charles Jenkin- 
fon, Efq; now Lord Hawkefbury. 

It is confidently aflerted, that the whole of the 
commercial treaty with France is fettled, except the 
‘articles of brandy and wines. Each article has been 
feparately difcufled, and on the arrangement of each 

article, it has been fubmitted to the judge and officers 
‘of the Admiralty Court to fee how fir it might mi- 
litate again{t any fubfijting treaties with other powers, 
&c. ‘The article of hardware is fettled very much 
to the favour of the Englifh manufacturer ; but mi- 
nilters are averfe from granting an ealy import to 
brandy, as, being a very favourite liquor, it would 
greatly affect our domettic diftillery, as well as be 
' injurious to our Weit-India iflands, which we all 
know are already fufficiently diftreffed for a market 
for their rums. 

It is now confidently faid, that the Convention 
with Spain is concluded, but at prefent is of ng ef- 
fe& ; becaufe the Spanifh Ambaffador here has no 
powers to fign it,x—When he receives his proper 
powers, the treaty will be immediately ratified — 
and until that time, it is reported, Lord Walfing- 
ham 1s not to kifs hands. 

The few who are acquainted with the principal 
trait of the treaty, fay, that it is very honourable 
and advantageous to this country. 

The Commercial Treaty between this country 
and France is finifhed, as to all its effential points. 
But our Court ‘are not ready to give it the concla- 
ding fiat. France, however, is both ready and wil- 
ling to do her part. But our Minilters have /ome 
doubts, axifing from certain ambiguities in another 
quarter— this quarter is, 

Rufia. The Commercial Treaty, which has been 
negociating betwcen our Court and that of Peterf- 
burgh, is at a STAND, owing to the very fgular 
conduct of that Court; which, it is faid, infilts up- 
on including the pervading principle of the famous 
armed neutrality, which was fo injurious to us du- 
ring the laft war, viz. ** That free fhips made free 
bottoms ;”? and that the produce of Ruflia thall be 
exported on/yin Ruffian veflels. Britith goods may 

e carried to Rufha in Britith veffels ; but Ruffian 
articles fhall be carried from Rufha in no other but 
Ruffian veffels. 

This bufinefs goes a little farther yet; and, to 
comprehend it clearly, it is neceffary to mention az- 
other negociation now carrying on; which is be- 
tween France and Ruffia. ; 

Roflia keeps an inflexible eye upon fome part or 
patts of Turkey. Hoftilities betweenthe Grand 
Sijmior and the Emprcfs of Ruffia are more than 
probable ; almoft certain. Fiance has hitherto ta- 
ken the part of the Grand Signior againft Raffia ; 
but the prefent negociation between Ruflia and 
France has undoubtedly the zeutrality of France for 
one of its objects. 

Our treaty with France, therefore, now hangs 
upon the difficul:y with Ruffia. As foon as that 
difficulty is got over, the treaty with France will be 
— concluded. 

By letters from Turin, dated Sept. 15th, we 
learn, that fome extraordinary demands have been 
made by the Spanifh Minifter at that Court, re- 
fpeAting the revival of a claim upon part of the duke- 
dom of Savoy ; and that thefe pretenfions had been 
ftrongly fupported by the Imperial and French Am. 
baffadors. 

The Sardinian Princes of the prefent times ap- 
pear to have loft the political and military virtues 
of the ancient Dukes of Savoy. They behold with- 
out alarm, at lealt without any effort to prevent it, 
a combination of the great powers by which they 
are environed, the Aultrians, the Spanifh, and the 
French, which mutt finally terminate, if not quath- 
ed by fome concurrence of circumftances, at prefent 
unforefeen, in their fubjection. Should the partition- 
ing policy of the three great continental Monarchies 
triamph over that balance of power which has for fo 
many centuries been preferved in Europe, 
would make her laft ftan 
Switzerland.

If their advice, which ig 
lefs valuable than wind, as they never give it-burtg 
profit.themfelves, can afford any pleafure to the Se. 
ven United Provinces, it will not be wanting.’ Lef 
not, however, the Dutch prefame to requett more, 
or Monfieur will certaiuly beg to have the honour of 
being excufed. 

Whether the Dutch go to loggerheads ornotj 
Great Britain cannot be a fufferet by their fate- If 
they remain quiet, ‘we fhall remain as we now'ate.

It is a notorious faét, that large fortunes have 
been made at Sunderland, Shields, and Whitby, 
by perfons “who had no other trade than that of hi- 
ring out their veflels. 

‘Lo thefe circum'tances, add the valt confequence 
it ‘would be to the trade’ of Leith in particular, as 
well as to the nation at large, to have a harbour fuf- 
fidient to receive all the thips that are driven up the 
frith of Forth by ftormy weather or other accidents, 
as well'as to fhelrer thips that might take refuge 
there in wartime, fuppofe a Baltic fleet, or any 
fuch. 

I mention thefe things to you, Mr Printer, to 
give your readers fome idea of the neceflicy of ha- 
ving our harbour enlarged ; acd of the confequence 
it will be to the public, as well as to the inhabitants 
of Leith.
